Sought by 
Teachers 


A request for a $400 cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus for all full-time teachers 
of Albany for the school year 1948- 
49 was made ‘by the Albany Teach- 
ers Association at the Board of 
Education meeting Tuesday eve- 
ning, May 11, with Mauri Gould, 
president of the Association, acting 
as spokesman. This bonus, if grant- 
ed by the Board would be in addi- 
tion to the $100 annual increment 
provided for teachers in accordance 
with the salary schedule adopted 
in Albany last year. 

Gould pointed out that the cost 












10 per cent since adoption of the 
present salary schedule and. that 
most economists believe it will rise 
another 10 per cent before“the end 
of the year. Since this affects all 
teachers equally, the bonus’ should, 
he said, be the same for all teachers 
as opposed to a percentage. raise 
based on their present salaries, This 
bonus would keep teachers’ salaries 
abreast of the increasing cost of 
living and on a par with salaries 
being paid by other East Bay com- 
munities, 

Possible sources of this extra in- 
come to finance the bonuses were 
pointed out by Gould as being (1) 
higher assessed valuation of the 
District; (2) increased State appor- 
tionments through increased:attend- 
in all Albany schools, (3) 
money accruing to Albany from the 
State equalization plan of State ap- 
portionments of school funds that 
are additional to those planned on 
for the present year, (4) an addi- 
tional 5e tax, raising the tax rate 
from $1.60 to the legal maximum of
